and forever, ‘The maianer in which the 
Anglesea Algerine bi'| was received by the 
British Legislature—the foolish, as well 
as false, allegations by which it was suppor- 
fed—the enormous majoriries hy whieh at 
was uluumately carried—the shouts of de- 
mination and triampl: by which the advo- 
cates of Irish liberty were insulted, and the 
unsuppressed spirit Of national hostility 
which guided and animated our enemies, 
have taugiit me that it is worse than folly to 
imagine that the atlairs of Ireland can be at- 
tended to with the requisite knowledge of 
facts, and cordial sincerity of intention, in 
any other than in an trish Parliament. 

I need not dwell on this point. T cannot 
describe with any thing like accuracy the 
extent of the innate hatred of Ireland, which 
I have witnessed in many men since my last 
return to this country. They hate us—and 


Without avowing it even to themselves, they | 


fear us. We must havea domestic legis- 
lature, or we never can be safe, in our pro- 
perties, our lives, or our liberties. 

Nay, more—I am thoroughly persuaded, 
that the ouly way to prevent a separation 
of the two countries is, to attach Ireland to 
the connection, by giving her the protec- 
tion from insult aud injury, of a Parliament 
of her own. 

Itis, therefore, my sacred duty to exert 
every faculty of my mind to bring about 
that state of the public mind in Ireland in 
Which every good man will be ready to 
join with me in the repeal of the union; no 
matter what may be his party, his religion, 
his prejudices, or his resentments. 

The Anglesea Algerine act—so much 
worse than the Wellington Algerine law— 
has left ux no alternative. tt silenced for- 
ever those who bid us lonk to the justice and 
hamanity of the British Parliament; the day 
has gone by for cant aud hypocrisy of that 
description. There does not live a knave so 
audacious as now to dare to talk of the kind- 
bess and care of the British legisiators for 
Ireland; & if such a knave exists, there lives 
not a doli so brutally stupid as to give even 
one monmient’s credence to his assertious.
